Japanese Sink 
British Plane 
Carrier Hermes 


LONDON -(/P)- Britain's first air- 


craft carrier, the 23-year-old Hermes, 
has been sunk in Japan's unabated 
effort to beat down the sea and air 
shield against, invasion of India but 
the enemy's total claims of victory 
nre too extravagant the Admiralty 
said Friday. 


Japanese planes—either bombers or 


torpedo craft—sank the 
10,850 
ton 


Hermes about 10 miles off Ceylon, a 
pivot, of British strength at the tip 
of India on the western side of the 
board Bay of Bengal. 


The Japanese, 
however, 
claimed 


even greater successes in the flaming 
intermittent battle which has become 
perhaps the war's greatest test of 
scapower versus airpower. 


A Japanese naval communique said 


that besides the Hermes a 9,100-ton 
cruiser of the Birmingham class and 
a 7,550 ton cruiser of the Emerald class 
were sunk Thursday off Trincomulce 
Naval Station Ceylon. 


To this the London admiralty count- 


ered; 


The Japanese account of the battle 


said her forces suffered no damage 
but the loss of 10 planes, claiming 
the British lost 51 planes over land 
and sea. The Japanese report indicat- 
ed Trincomalee was raided heavily. 


Ponding the issue of the battle of 


tlic sea approaches, land forces on 
Burma approaches to India's eastern 
frontier appeared to be marking time. 


British headquarters at New Delhi 


summed up the situation on 'the Burma 
as Thursday with "nothing to report."

Rotary Guest 


Basing his talk on an Emerson es- 


say about Napoleon Bonaparte, Walter 
Laney of Camden addressed the Hope 
Rotary club Friday noon in First 
Christian church on the relation of 
good morals and ethics to the per- 
manent peace and happiness of the 
world and its people. 


Quoting the closing paragraphs of 


Emerson's essay, Mr. Laney showed 
there was a striking parallel between 
the days of Napoleon and Hitler. Em- 
erson had written that Napoleon was 
the personification of power without 
morals or ethics, yet Napoleon found 
that his victories won no peace, and 
his people found under him no se- 
curity or happiness. 


Mr. Laney said his reading of this 


essay gave him new light on today's 
international events, and new hope 
for the future. He reminded the club 
members that theirs is an ethical or- 
ganization pledged to the principles 
which must underlie any successful 
and happy world, and he urged that 
the individual Rotarian scrupulously 
live up to his code.

Explanation of the cancellation was 


not immediately available.

Spencer said he first heard "of the 
possibility of 
the cancellation last 


Monday, made inquiry of 
official 


sources , and has since learned that 
the project is definitely "out." 


The project already let, called for 


200 family units, probably 100 du- 
plexes, and the location had already 
been chosen, in the vicinity of the 
Paisley school in the northwest quar- 
ter of town. 


Coupled with the local announce- 


ment is the action of the War Pro- 
duction Board in "freezing" all new 
non-defense construction as of April 


The order is understood to mean 


that no new building work costing 
more than $500 may be started, and 
the order not only 
affects 
private 


home-builders but the federal, state 
and local government also, so far 
as non-military construction is con- 
cerned. 


The Star asked Senator Spencer Fri-' 


day whether the "freezing" order ap- 
plied to War Plant Areas equally with 
the rest of the country, and he said 
he understood that it did.

MELBOURNE—(.1')-The fate of Lu- 


zon and Bataan was sealed just before 
1 p. m. December 8, some 10 hours 
after Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor. 


Our main bomber force was lined up 


on Clark field, <!0 miles north of Ma- 
nila on Luzon, with the crews stand- 
ing by awaiting orders lo take off and 
bomb Japanese air and naval base on 
Formosa. 


Most of the pin-suit planes wore at 


nearby Iba field. The pursuit and 
some bombers had been aloft during 
the morning but returned to the 
ground for orders. 


While these instructions were be- 


ing issued the Japanese struck. 


Fifty-four heavy bombers roared 


over Clark field at 10,000 feet and 
showered the grounded planes with 
explosives. 


Eighty-six Zero fighters came in 


their wake and straffed the planes, 
ground forces and anti-aircraft bat- 
teries in low level attacks. 


Other bombers and fighters dived on 


the parked planes at Iba field. They 
left a roaring hell of flames at both 
airdromes. 


Some planes were saved but the 


main strength of the airlorce was 
gone.

Gen. Stilwell 
Speaks Chinese 


By MILTON flRONNER

If mouths gape and eyebrows raise 


in surprise on the placid faces of 
Chinese Soldiers battling the Japs in 
northern Burma when they hear an 
American officer intoniing commands 
in Chinese, it is only because they 
don't know General Joseph W. Stil- 
well, U. S. A. 


For General Stilwell, Chief of Staff 


for his old friend, Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, is quite at home in 
China and with the Chinese language. 
In fact, so fluently does he speak 
Chinese, that some who know him 
hint that he can cuss as well as dis- 
cuss in it. First American army gen- 
eral to hold such a post, he commands 
China's Fifth and Sixth Armies, as 
well as all American forces in India, 
China and Burma. 


Gen. Stilwell's pro-Chinese 
and 


anti-Japanese sentiments are not of 
recent vintage. He v has ben that way 
ever since he served in the Orient 
and studied its people and policies. In 
fact, one of his friends told this writ- 
er that years ago, the General forsaw 
fresh conflict betwen China and Jap- 
an and stoutly maintained that, given 
proper arms, the Chinese would be 
more than a match for the much- 
vaunted Nipponese. 


Interest in China Launched tn 1919 
Gen. Stilwell became a serious strd- 


ant of Chinese in 1919, when, after 
service in France (where he won the 
Distinguished Service Cross), he re- 
turned to the United States as a Cap- 
tain and elected to study the lang- 
uage. 


His interest in the Orient stemmed 


from several years of Philippine ser- 
vice before World War I. He spent a 
year at the University of California, 
and then, from 1920 to 1923, polished 
up his Chinese in Paiping. Assign", 
ments in China alternated with ones 
in the U. S. through the years, during 
which the captain's bars on his should- 
er-straps changed to a Colonel's sil- 
ver eagle, Which inturn gave way to 
the stars of a general. Off and on, 
Gen. Stilwell totaled up over a decade 
of service in China. 
» 


Born in Palataka, Fla., in 1883, he 


approaches his 60th year with just 
the 'barest tinge of grey in his dark 
hair. His smooth-shaven face is thin- 
lipped, tight-mouthed, direct-eyed. 


To those who have served with him, 


the General is known as "a soldier's 
soldier." One division he commanded 
nicknamed him "Uncle Joe." He was 
Often sen wearing an army field jack- 
et with no insigna to indicate his rank. 


He loathes earring a sword. Most 


times he carries the shaft of a camel 
driver's whip—a habit he acquired 
in China. If the camel whip-shaft is 
hot handy, he is just as apt to break 
off a crooked stick from a near-by 
tree and go swinging along with it.

Lesson 
Personal Contact Chosen by Jesus 
As Basis for Organization of 
Church 
:: 


Text: Luke 10:1-7, 17, 21-24 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. 
Editor of Advance 
This lesson presents an aspect of 


Jesus and His earthly ministry that 
is generally over-looked. We want 
to think of Jesus as a great teacher, 
preacher, and minister to men in their 
daily needs, who nevertheless left to 
others the work of organizing. We 
stress the fact that Jesus, who has done 
more than any other not only to de- 
termine the spiritual life of mankind 
but to influence the course of his- 
tory, never wrote a book although 
others have recorded His sayings, es- 
tablished no organization, and was 
the founder of the Church only in 
the sense that He laid the founda- 
tions, leaving to His disciples, both 
the Apostles and those who followed 
them, the actual work of organization. 


How inadequate such a conception 


is in interpreting the real facts is 
shown in this lesson where we find 
Jesus very definitely associating oth- 
ers with His ministry in organized act- 
ivity. We might think of the Twelve 
Apostles as a rather unorganized band 
accompanying Jesus as He went abou 
teaching and healing, or going upon 
special missions as He assigned them 
to certain tasks. But here we have 
the definite appointment of 70 others 
and a planned campaign of action, in 
which Jesus sent them two and two 
into every city and place where He 
Himself was planning to go, that they 
might prepare the way. 


We have heard a great deal of late 


of social planning. Possibly, both in 
the Church and in society, there i 
too great emphasis upon organization 
especially where organization is di 
vorced from life and from specif i 
tasks and goals. But a lesson lik 
this ought to remind us that nothin, 
great or permanent can be accomplish 
ed without planning. We see tha 
Jesus was not only pre-eminent as 
Teacher and Savior, but that He wa 
also a great strategist, considerin 
carefully just how His words and Hi 
ministry could be made most effec 
live. 


We recall another passage, in Luk 


14:28-31, in which Jesus 
compare 


the strategy of the kingdom to the 
of a man intending to build a towe 
but sitting down and counting th 
cost, whether he would have suff iciei 
to finish it, and to a king going 
make war against another king cor 
sidering well whether he be ab 
with 10.000 to meet him that coineti 
against him with 20,000. }f our mod 
ern democratic ngtipnf had show 
as careful strategy "in t|xeir affairs * 


:sus showed in His strategy and 
anning, we would not be in the 
ight that we are in today. 
In the method of Jesus we have 
evealed the 
importance of some- 


ling that is fundamental in the work 
: evangelism. All that Jesus organ- 
ed was based on the idea of hand- 
o-hand contact, of man with man. The 
reaching of His gospel was not some- 
hing theoretical; it was a matter of 
irect action. It is a grave question 
whether in our modern religious work 
e have not gone too far from this 
asic method of Jesus, depending up- 


brilliant sermons, mass movements, 


nd various other factors, all worthy 
nough in themselves, to do what can 
e done only by more directly pcr- 
onal contacts. These 70 men whom 
esus sent forth evidently went into 
ndividual homes as a modern pastor 
oes. Their task was not to get multi- 
udes to listen to them, but to do 


quiet, paien work of preparing the 


round for the seed that the Master 
vould sow. 


It was no easy task that Jesus gave 
!iem. He compared them to lambs 
oing forth in the midst of wolves 
3ut what a marvelous tribute He paic 
o them—these chosen, devout souls 
—when He said, "Blessed arc the eyes 
hat see the things that ye see," anc 
when He reminded them that many 


rophets and kings had desired, bu

"We were standing on a deck and

Trapped Men Escape Hell Hole 
"I said: 'You all right?' They said, 


'Yeah, so far. But the water seems 
to be coming up faster . . It's up 
to our waists.' 


"They kept shouting for God's sake 


hurry and cut us out of this hatch. 
Burn through it. I told them to keep 
steady and listen to what I was 
telling them. And I said now just one 
of you—one who's strong and well— 
you do all the talking and the rest 
keep quiet. Keep your heads.' 


"Those sailors were swell. It was 


early Monday morning. They'd been 
in that black space without any 
light or anything since early Sun- 
day. 


"I told them to undog the hatch be- 


cause there was too much pressure on 
this side. You see, by opening the 
hull we wre changing around all the 
pressure inside. A lot of air pres- 
sure had kept the water down be- 
fore and that's why the sailors didn't 
drown.
